Urging Passage of Sound 
[Relief Measures.: 


Washington. — President Coolidge 
has appealed te the American people, 


over the heads of farm bloc leaders, ia. 


behalf of agricultural reilef.-. - 

« His appeal was issued within a few 
hours after the corn belt senators, at 
a@ meeting presided over. by Senator 
-Wateon of Indiana, had: decided to 
throw all agricaltsiral legislation over- 
board, 

‘Following is the text ef the Pres. 
ident's statement: 
“One. of the perplexing jieutionk be- 


fore the congress is to determine what | § 


will be most helpful in relieving agri- 
cultural distress. .The congress has 
already. rejected certain definite pro- 
posalg. But that does not relieve us 
of the desirability of attempting to se- 
cure constructive legislation. 


“Blnce the war the congress and the : 


administration have devoted painstak- 
ing efforts to strengthening the agri- 
cultural situation. During the post- 
war slump a great dispurity arose be- 
“tween prices of agricultural commodi- 
ties and those of industrial commodi- 
tles which the farmer must buy. ‘This 
is still true in certain sections and 
certain commodities. 

“Mueh legislation has been enacted 
and much administygtive action has 
been taken which has already resulted 
in improving the farm purchasing 
power, But ail the legislations, helpful 
though they are, are not sufficient to 
cover all branches of the industry. 
The farmer has suffered greatly and, 
no doubt, disproportionately from the 
effects of deflution. He is entitled to 
relief if it can possibly be ‘given on a 
sound basis by the government. 

“I know the committeas of agricul- 
ture and the congress snd the Presi- 
dent have all given the most careful 
thought and spent much time in seek- 
ing remedies to afford relief. I want 
the best method adopted which prom- 
tees relief along these lines. Certain- 
ly; no one can charge that the prob- 
lem has been neglected. 

“Constructive action has been re- 
peatedly proposed. from various. sec- 
tions of the agricultural community. 
These proposals provide for the crea- 
tion of a farm marketing board whose 
duty is to secure a better adjustment 
of agricultural production, the larger 
development and consolidation. of 
‘farmers’ marketing associations under

STOP BEER MAKING 


Rum Off Market by Christmas, 
Andrews’ Program. 


Washington. — Conniving city or 
state officials, iUlicit alcohol. plants, 
and cheating breweries are to be 
especial targets of a new three-phase 
prohibition enforcement drive with 
next Christmas as a deadline beyond 
which real beer and hard lquor will 
be almost, if not actually, 1mpossible 
to obtain, it is revealed in the defi- 
elency appropriation bill reported te 
the house. 

The program, outlined to the ap- 


L. C. Andrews, assistant secretary of 
the treasury in charge of prohibition 
enforcement, contemplates the crea- 
tion. of threa new headquarters squads 
—one of 51 “under cover agents” to 
secure evidence sufficient to - indict 
state or municipal officials winking at 
‘violations, or conspiring . with vio- 
lators, of the liquor laws; a second to 
halt the admittedly gigantte traffic in 
illicit alcohol, and another 
agents assigned to periodical inspec- 
tions of suspected . breweries and 
cereal-beverage plants.. _. 


The. bill recommends an appropria- 1 


tion of $2,931,000 for the program, and, 


the total cost of prohibition énforce- 
ment for the year, including the const 
guard activities against rum runners,- 
to $28,500,000.
